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THE FINE ARTS,

The Unlon Leagne Receptions,

The third serica of ari receptions at the
Unlon League House will commence this even-
Ing, and will continue to the end of the week.
We understand also that arrangements will be
made to keep the collection open to visitors in
the daytime durlpg a portion of next week.
The works exhlbited at the first series ol recep-
tions were almoet exclasively those of Phila-
delphia artists, those at the second serles were
Iargely from the easels of American artists ont
side of Philadelphin, and those at the third
series will be both American and forelgn, and
will be for the most parlt contributions from
the private collections of conmolssenrs of this
city. A private view given at the Leagne
Houee last evening, enablea us (o speak with
regard (o the character of the exhibition,
although many of the pictures were unhung
and a number were yet to be recelved. It was
easy, however, to determine that the display to
which the favored holders of tlekets will be ad-
mitted this evening will be a remarkably fine
one, and that In high artistic qualities it will
average belter than almost any art exhibition
ever given in Phlladelphia, with the exception,
perhaps, of that of the Sanitary Falr.

The new works of Philadelphia artiztz are not
very numerous, bul there are several attrastive
figure picturea, landseapes, marines, and por-
traita, by Messrs. Isane L. Willlams, W. H.
Willeox, E. Moran, T. Moran, W. T. Richards,
T. J. Fennimore, A. (. Heaton, E. D, Lewis, J.
R. Lambdin, G. W. Conarrog, E. D. Marchant,
T. Henry Smith, and others. A number of in-
teresting pictores by Philadelphia artists that
are not new, among them several of Mr. Rother-
mel's most admired works are also In the exhl]
bitioun,

There ja an excellent representation of the
works of the Americo-European artists, and it is
a pleasure to gay that these are almost uniformly
up to a high standard of excollence, and will in
every way compare favorably with the sirictly
foreign pictures in the exhibition. Prominent
among the productions of American artlsis re-
siding Iin FEuropels “*Arviragus bearing Imogen
as Dead,” from the fourth act of Cymbeline,
by E. H. May. This ia a large and im-
posing picture, vigorously paiunted, and much
better in color than 13 wusoal with this
artist. The figures are life-size and are
admirably expressive, “and the pleture alto-
gether is highly poetical in treatment, and
finely illusirates one of the mwoslt beantiful
scenes in one of the most beautiful of Bhake-
speare’'s plays. Another American artist who
has made a high reputation in Europe
is Mr. G. H. Boughton, now resid-
ing in London. Two of his works in this
exhibition, ‘“Brittany Ponsanta returning
from the Field" and ‘‘The Return of the May-
flower" are excellent specimens of his style.
Mr. Henry Bacon, formerly of this city, but who
ie now residing permanently in France, is repre-
sented by a couple of small works, very French
in manmer and very good. These are entitled,
“‘A Gleaner in Normandy" and “‘An ‘Ecrevisse’
Fisher of Dieppe.” Mr. Howard Helmick, a
forme: student of our Academy of Fine Arts,
who has also beem residing permanently in
France for some years, and who has snccessiully
cultivated the French style of painting, con-
tributes four clever genre subjects, “*“The Select
Novel,” “The Lunch,” “A Page,” and ‘‘Playing
with Edge Tools."

The exhibition is very rich in fine specimens
of the best modern European artists, and espe-
clally of the modern French landscape paintera.
The ‘‘Arcadia,” by Corot. a twilight scene with
a group of nymphs dancing in the foreground,
is exquisite in sentiment, and s, to our fancy,
the most poetical work in the exhibition. Near
to this hang pictures from the easels of Isabey,
Daubigny, Millet, Pilloty, Duprez, and Roussean,
all of which are worthy of eareful study. There
are also pletures by Vautier, Meyer von Bre-
men, Herzog, L. Knaues, Professor Jordan,
and Henrletta Ronner. The characteristics of
the English school are exhibited in the works of
D. Maclise, C. Btanfield, C. L. Eastlake, J. B.
Pyne, C. R. Leslie, W. Collins, and T. 8. Cooper.

In fact the exhibition is a most interesting
oune on account of the opportunities it affords
for a study of the different styles of the various
modern schools of art, American, English,
French, and German, and it cannot but afford
much gratification to all lovers of art. Com-
posed as the exhibition Is, in a large measure,
of gems from private collections, it Is & gratify-
ing proof of the artistic culture which exists in
this city: and if the gentlemen who display so
much taste and judgment in the purchase of
pictures for the adornment of their own walls
would omnly interest themselves in an active
manner in & great public art institution, we
might, without serious difficulty, obtaln such a
one as would be a eredit to the city, and which
would prevent us from being thrown in the
shade by New York and Boston, where projecta
for art institutions of the firet importance are
being pushed forward with much enthusiasm.

The Academy of Flue Arts.

1t was hoped by the friends of art in this
city that when the directors of the Academy
of Fine Artssold thelir lot on Chesnul street,
between Tenth and Eleventh, with the avowed
intention of procuring a better site aud putting
up & building larger and belter adapted to the
uses of the institution than the old one, an en-
tirely fresh departure wounld be made, and espe-
clally that an earnest effort would be made to
securea greater amountof popular sympathy and
support than keretofore, which would enable the
Academy to be what it professed—an art school
a8 well as an art museom. The defects of the
system upon which the Aeademy has been
managed for the last three-gnarters of a cen-
tury are radical, and as ita directors have

chosen to make It & close corpora-
tion, and o jealously guard against
any outslde Interferences, =0 they now

find that the publie at large, including the greal
manufscturing interests of thls clty—whieh,
whether they know it or not, are deeply con-
cerned In the existence of a properly conducted
art school—are perfectly indifferent to the fate
of institution, and will lend no asslstance to
its revival. The directors have purchased a slte
which Is in manvy respects a very suitable one,
but they bave been unable to obtaln any coniri-
butions towards s new bullding, and every at-
tempt thus far made in tois direction has come
to mothing. In fact, the public are strongly
convineed thut the Academy of Fine Artsls, In
no proper sense of the word, a public institu-
tion, and that the chlef end of its existence has
been, not to educate American artists, but to
enable a small coterie of very respectable and
eminently worthy gentlemen to enjoy & certaln
distinetion a8 art  patrons, 1f this
has mot been the end for which
the Academy has existed, It 18 ull events about
the only practieal result it has accomplished; for
ite alumn! who have schieved permanent suc-
cess have almost without exception been those
who bave finished thelr art education i Eu-

foond impossible to ralss money for & new
buildivg, especlally as no effort whawever has
been made to secure the co-operation of the
publiec at large, or to excite a gensral interest In
the project, More than this, the old aquabYle
between the artisis and the Academy has been
transferred to the Board of Directors, and the
house 2 now divided against itself.
One party inaints upon devoling
ita energies to the establishineot of an ari
musenm in the Park, and the other is deter-
mined to stand or fall by an Aeademy of Floe
Arts in the beart of the city. Each party iz able
te advance many sound arguments in favor of
ita pet plan, and each party is determined to
rule or ruin. The long and short of the whole
matter is that the affairs of the Academy are in
a bopeless muddie. Not enly 1a there no money
to be had for the erection of a ballding, but it
Las been found Impossible to carry on the
schools any longer; 8o the fustructor has been
dismissed, and the Academy of Fine Artslsto
all intenta and purposes dead and buried, with
but a limlted hope of resurrection.

This condition of things is lameniable on
many accounts, Most intelligent persons will
readily admit not only the desirability but the
necessity for an art inatitution in & great city
like this; and the vigorous manner in which art
mugeumk projects are being pushed In New York
and Boston renders it of exiwreme Importance
that eomething should be done at once in the
same direction in Philadelphin, especlally o

view of the centennial celebration which
is  rapldly approaching. The Academy
of Fine Arts collection, with all

its defects, la decidedly the wmost important In
the country, and it 18 an admirable nucleus that
should by all means be made use of in starting a
new art Institution, if it is possible to do so.
The Academy of Fine Arts, however, has always
slood in the way of those who were disposed to
start a live Institution, and rather than it should
continue to do 8o, it would be much better to put
aside all Idea of utllizing its collection, and to
begin anew without paying any regard to it
whatever. If the gentlemen who have the affairs
of the Academy In charge, however, are dls-
posed to take an entirely nuselfish view of the
situntion, and to adopt a truly liveral policy,
they may yet be able to do eomething. They
all have much influence, which, if rightly exer-
clsed, would secure the ald of many who are
now either indifferent to all art projects or who
hesitate to support any enterprise of doubt-
ful advantage. There s no time to
be lost, however, for the idea of a new art insti-
tutlon is Increasing in popalarity every day;
and if the Park faction of the Academy board
is sbirewd enough Lo avalil itself of the advancing
tide of public opinlon, it will soon be afloat on
the high sea of fortune, with every proapect of
accomplishing important results, while the con-
servatives will be forced to remain where they
are now, stuck fast in the mud, with nothing to
do but to pass their days in gazing regretfully
at ‘‘Death on the Pale Horse"” and other works
of bigh art now adoroing the walls of banks
and warehouses, and echoing in their souls tha
poet's words: —

“Of all the sad worda of tongue or pen,
The saddest are these—It might have been.”
